The note, providing one of 
the few known glimpses into 
Bremer’s political thinking, 
was printed in his own hand 
at the bottom of a question- 
naire sent out in late Febru-

Surin said the FBI ^had 
taken the record of Bremer’s 
stay but he recalls that Bre- 
, mer had no charges on the bill 
for telephone calls, meals or 
parking. 

,“The bill was nondescript,” 
Surin said. 

A spokesman for Humphrey 
said he could not recall why 
Uhe senator did not stay at the| 
IWaldorf the night of April 7 
las scheduled. The spokesman 
^said Humphrey always stays i 
at the Waldorf in the same 
room when he is in New York 
City. , 

f In addition. Sen. Edmund S.

^ to a Muskie campaign spokes- 
man. 

Though^ a Sen.' George Mc- 
Govern flyer was listed on the 
search warrant as one of the 
items found in Bremer’s car 
by the FBI, a reliable Justice 
Department official said yes- 
terday that the - flyer was 
found under the windshield of 
Bremer’s car. 

The spokesman said the 
flyer ahd been placed there 
Monday by McGovern cam- 
paign workers and similar 


flyers had been placed on 
other cars at the Laurel shop- 
ping center that day. 

He emphasized that the 
flyer had no connection with 
the continuing investigation 
into Bremer’s background. 

It has been positively estab- 
lished that Bremer attended 
Wallace rallies in Wisconsin, 
Michigan and Maryland over 
the last several weeks. 

Beyond that, nothing has 
surfaced publicly to indicate 
Bremer’s whereabouts or how 
he saved the money needed to 
buy a car, several weapons 
and finance his travels in re- 
cent weeks. 

K In Milwaukee, records in 
the public library show that 
Bremer took out tWo books on 
May 5— apparently 'the last 
day Bremer can be placed in 
his home" town. .. 

The two books (due tofoy) 
were “RFK Must, pie^’^ rand an- 
other book /on Sirhan P. .Sir^ 
han, convicted assassin of Sen. 
Robert F. Kennedy. 

Although little • is known 
about Bremer’s political lean- 
ings, the note printed on the 
Reuss questionnaire reveMed 
Bremer’s ^elings on one 
major political issue— military 
spending. 

Reuss represents the North 
Side of Milwaukee, the area in 
which Bremer lived, and had 
mailed the questionnaire to 
his constituents. According 
to a source who saw a copy of 
the questionnaire, Bremer told 
Reuss: 

“Thank you for' sending the 
questionnaire. It was a great 
idea. Cut the goddamned mili- 
tary spending.' If I rob a bank 
of $25,000, I would go to 
prison for 20 years. But if the 
generals do it, they don’t. /Get 
rid of the generals who spend 
$162 million, for armored 
trucks instead of repairing 
them for $62 million. Thank 
yop.”,.' 

The source said fhe note 
^was printed in a clearly adult 
hand in a space reserved for 
additional . comments at^ the 
bottom of the questionnaire. 

The existence of the ques-i 
tionnaire became known early 
yesterday when the FBI filed 
search-warrants in Baltimore 
listing items ' found ih,. ’ Bre- 
mer’s car. The items ipciuded 
a form letter Reuss mailed to 
Bremer May 3 thanking him 
for responding, tdf ^e queftibhf 
hair e and f Ot. his ' bomments pii 
militairy spending.'
